A freshman who saw Lynn 
play many of his games this 
year was disappointed over his 
failure to make an Ail-Ameri- 
can “Lynn is good,” he in- 
sisted “He was the leading 
scorer on the West Coast. He 
should've made it.” 

Not one college player on the 
entire West Coast, state college 
or university division, rolled 
up a better scoring average 
than Lynn 

But it takes more than just 
scoring, you might say. There 
you have a legitimate beef 
And there into the picture 
come all the pessimistic arm- 
chair coaches who insist the 
Hornets would have done bet- 
ter without Lynn!

They all talk about the fantastic recruiting Johnny 
Wooden does to bring outstanding high school basketball 
talent to UCLA 

Far Western Conference schools are not allowed to 
recruit like this for intercollegiate athletics 


But that doesn't stop Johnny Olander from digging 
deep into the abysses of talent to load up his remarkable 
Beaver Shooters intramural team. 

Olander, called “O” by all the jocks on campus, has 
used up his eligibility to participate in intercollegiate 
sports. So the former All-FWC baseball right fielder has 
turned player-coach and has been recruiting athletes for 
two years now.

Although his batting average slumped heavily to .294 
his senior year, those who knew him recognized the pres- 
sures of married life and of leading a team again after 
an outstanding year before.

Besides possessing a great 
record as a coach, he has prov- 
en himself to be an outstand- 
ing tennis player, both as an 
amateur and a professional. He 
was ranked seventh in country 
as an amateur and eighth as a 
professional. 

In Bobby Riggs’ book, Ten- 
nis Is My Racket, Jossi is men- 
tioned as “an extremely com- 
petent young player.” Riggs 
had seen Jossi play Bill Tilden 
at Indianapolis in 1946. Jossi 
played with such pros as Fred 
Perry, Weby Van Horn and 
Martin Buxby.

He first taught tennis at the 
Larchmont Shore Club in 
Larchmont, New York. More 
recently he has conducted a
